Recruiters of the United 
States Air Force, on orders to 
contact all newspapers in their 
aras of operation, visited Men- 
lo Park to urge men between 
ages of 17 and 27 to join. 

The air force is still manned 
by volunteers, whereas in cer- 
tain emergency situations the 
other armed services may call 
upon selective service. 

Sergeants Joseph Blair and 
Lee Harrison of the San Ma- 
teo County recruiting substa- 
tion said that the air force 
currently has a shortage of 
manpower in electronic and 
mechanical programs. 

High school graduates are 
preferred as enlistees, they 
said; recruits must be United 
States itizens. 

The air force recruiting sub- 
station is situated at 212 Sec- 
ond Ave. in San Mateo. Further

Completion of the modern- 
ization program in the San 
Mateo County Recorder’s of- 
fice will bring to 22 the num- 
ber of counties in California 
using the Larwood Recording 
System. 

The system represents the 
latest development in modern 
land record registration and 
maintenance procedures and is 
being used by 45 counties in 
the Western United States. 

Miss Kirste explained that 
conversion to the new record- 
ing system here will require 
no capital expenditures and 
that the savings it will bring 
will begin accruing immediate- 
ly upon putting it into opera- 
tion. 

She pointed out that, based 
on the 167,784 pages expected 
to be recorded during the 1962- 
63 fiscal year, together with 
work handled for other county 
departments, the annual re- 
cording cost with the photo- 
copy process now in use would 
be about $56,526. 

SAVINGS 

She estimated that the Lar- 
wood System and the opera- 
tional changes it will bring 
about would reduce that figure 
to $38,491 for a saving of $18,- 
035. 

Under the new system, docu- 
ments presented for recording 
will be photographed with a 
35 millimeter microfilm came- 
ra. 

When reduced size, rag bond 
pages for public reference 
books and a duplicate film for 
office use in the immediate re- 
production of requested docu- 
ments have been printed from 
the master film, it will be made 
a part of the county’s perma- 
nent security file. 

The Larwood Recording Sys- 
tem will replace a photocopy 
process by which recordings 
are photographed on sensitized 
paper for insertion into pub 
lic reference volumes which 
also constitute the county’s of- 
ficial records. 

Miss Kirste added that in 
addition to the immediate re- 
duction in costs, the Larwood 
System will result in substan- 
tial, long-range savings in that 
it will reduce storage space re- 
quirements by 40 per cent.

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As We See It: 


The fervor, color and fanfare of the election campaign 
has almost obscured the fact that there are issues, as well 
as candidates, which require voter decision on Tuesday, 
Nov. 6. 

The practice of amending the state’s constitution via 
referendums to the voters has made it one of the most cum- 
bersome documents ever assembled, and as usual, the voters 
are being asked to pass on items about which they very 
likely have few thoughts, little interest or many doubts. 

Meanwhile, pending revision of the Constitution into 
a document guiding legislation and demanding that the 
state Senate and Assembly assume their responsibility as 
elected officials, we have come to some conclusions about 
these propositions which we would like to pass on to you 
for what they are worth. 


Proposition 1-A — YES 

California is a leader in higher education. A “yes” 
vote will help maintain this leadership. A “no” vote dooms 
the state to the status quo — at a time when state and junior 
colleges are at or near capacity. 

Proposition 1-A is similar to one resoundingly defeated 
last spring. The language in this version has been tightened 
to eliminate the “blank check” aspects of the earlier 
measure. 


Proposition 1 — NO 

This amendment ties California legislators’ salaries to 
what the federal government pays a Congressman. It is 
not a good idea and should be defeated. 

It's kind of a cost-of-living index. If the USA okays a 
pay hike for the Congress, California legislators get one, 
too. Not good. If a salary increase is needed, it should be 
granted locally (See Proposition 17). 


Proposition 2 —- NO 

This, we feel, is a scheme to make it possible for apart- 
ment-house owners and owners of rental property to get 
the use of veterans’ exemptions. Somebody has to pay the 
taxes; those who make money out of the use of property 
ought not to be exceptions, 


Proposition 3 ——- YES 

This proposition extends coverage of the veteran’s 
$1000 property tax exemption to widowers of service wo- 
men as well as widows of service men. [t also increases 
from $5000 to $10,000 the value of property which a surviy- 
ing spouse, mother or father of a deceased veteran may 
own without losing eligibility. 

We recommend a yes vote. We also hope that the final 
definition of “veteran’s beneficiary” has been reached. 


Proposition 4 — YES 


We say “yes” on this so-called “green belt” proposition. 
While not accomplishing all that it might, it does enable 
city or county government to assess agricultural land ONLY 
on the basis of agricultural use and not because it has 
other 
Taxing an area for its anticipated use has always 
seemed to us to be questionable. Until we are convinced 
that “potential use” assessment is fair, this is our feeling. 
Remember, this measure does not automatically change 
present city and county assessment procedures . It does give 
them the tool necessary to do it. 


potential uses. 


Proposition 5 — YES 

This measure, we feel, is just and fair; it’s an amend- 
ment to the workmen’s compensation laws which has been 
in force in most states for many years. It also provides a 
sensible approach to compensating a worker for multiplying 
effects of successive injuries. 


Proposition 6 — YES 


The proposed amendment will shorten our bulky state 
Constitution by 17 sections which now deal with the issu- 
ance and sale of state bonds. In the future, all measures 
dealing with bonds would come before the voters as a 
statute, not as a constitutional amendment. 

This appears to be a first step in the badly-needed re- 
vision of the state Constitution. 


Proposition 7 — YES 

This is another step in procedures leading to revision 
of the Constitution and should be approved. There is no 
apparent opposition to it. 


Proposition 8 —— YES 

Both houses of the legislature want this change, which 
allows bills to be heard by committees 20 rather than 30 
days after introduction at a general session. On that basis, 
we would go along with it. 

If the legislators feel that a 20-day waiting period will 
expedite the passage of laws, they should have it. 


Proposition 9 — YES 
Here’s another bookkeeping procedure which the Con- 
tion says needs voter approval. 


stiti Proponents say it'll 
streamline state bond fund accounting. The voters shouldn't 
have to pass on such measures but if they're called upon to 
do so, they ought to lean on the side of efficiency. This 
measure, too, has no opposition. 


Proposition 10 — NO 
This is designed to broaden — ever so slightly, of course 
~—the area of tax exemption. It is not in the public interest. 


Proposition 11 — YES 
While we have our doubts about extending tax exemp- 
tions in general, we feel we can make an exception in this 


case. This would aid in the preservation of historical land- 
marks. With its booming population, the state’s character 
is changing rapidly. The heritage, vision and industry of 
those who have gone before rapidly is being diluted. What- 
ever we can do to preserve the few genuine historical land- 
marks we still have, will in time prove to be worth it. 


Proposition 12 — NO 

This would extend to unremarried veterans’ widows the 
right to get state money or credit, to aid in the purchase of 
farms and homes. Sounds good, but the last conflict in 
which the United States participated has been over for 
nine years. California veterans or widows who haven't 
decided by now what they want in the way of financial 
help are not numerous. 

Basically, we're not in favor of continuing aid to veter 
ans for the rest of their lives; this should apply to their 
widows as well. 


Proposition 13 — YES 

This measure encourages expansion of private colleges 
and _ universities by removing a 100-acre limitation from 
constitutional language 


regarding non-profit college tax 


exemptions. It has no apparent opposition 
Proposition 14 — NO 

This one would allow the state to give up its jurisdic 
tion over certain tideland area. This jurisdiction now blocks 
complete private ownership of tidelands 

We feel that the state should retain this measure of 
control over tideland development and continue to operate 


under its present lease ar 


gements with private industry. 


Proposition 15 — YES 

This is another measure without apparent opposition 
It allows larger counties to set up assessment appeals 
boards to hear protests on property assessments. Only 
already-over-burdened county boards of supervisors now 
have authority to hear such appeals 


Proposition 16 — YES 
Also unopposed, this measure would clean more dead 
wood out of the state Constitution 


Proposition 17 — YES 
Let’s approve this pay increase for state legislators. 


The Constitution now fixes the } 


pay at $550 per month; the 
revision allows not more than $834 per month. Legislative 
duties have been growing apace in this big state. and the 


job is deserving of more compensation 


Proposition 18 — YES 


This proposition sets up defined term f off for 
members of the Alcoholic Bey e Control Board and 
broadens their power to review decisions of the department 
of Alcoholic Beverage Control. Both Senate and Ass« mbly

San Mateo county is still dig- 
ging out after one of the worst 
storms in the past 50 years.

Despite property damage 
that may run close to two 
million dollars San Mateo 
county took the storm in 
stride and many people may 
think that if present condi 
tions will handle that kind 
of rain no flood control dis- 
tricts are needed. 

You remember that the

ty Manager E. R. Stallings have 
been trying to set up such dis- 
tricts In many parts of the 
county, but each time the pro 
tests are loud and clear “We 
don’t need it.’ 


It is something of a miracl 
that flood damage was not

It came at a time 
when the ground was literally 
begging for a good drenching 
Had it followed later in the 
winter after several inches of 
rain had already soaked the 
ground, there is no tellins 
what would have happened

Although we regret the 
usual referral to “federal 
funds” as “help” in paying the 
bill, this likely is a good time 
to tap Uncle Sam. The money 
comes out of our own pockets, 
as we all know, but federal 
bureaus are studying the needs 
for flood control following the 
big storm. 

If we want to share in those 
handouts, we will have to get 
on the ball. Our county offi- 
cials can’t do the job alone. 

A Redwood City council. 
man has started a move to 
get other cities behind a huge 
flood control program. Let’s 
hope this “feeler” will get 
the support it deserves and 
we can avert a real tragedy 
in future storms, 

Some of the greatest dam- 
age in the recent storm came 
on the Coastside. The Linda 
Mar section of Pacifica was 
very hard hit as was El Gra- 
nada. Two homes were moved 
off their foundations in the 
Belmont area. Junipero Serra 
Boulevard, which will become 
a part of the new north-south 
freeway, was covered by as 
much as three feet of mud in 
some areas, 

The fact that much of our 
hill areas is being gouged out 
for new homes, adds to the 
flood dangers to be sure. But 
this condition will get worse, 
not better, as the south county 
hills start to get new subdivi- 
sions actually carved out of the 
mountain sides. We can’t just 
say “It serves them right” be- 
cause those flood water and 
mud that run through, around 
and sometimes over these areas 
come right down to the bay 
side where we get the disas- 
trous results.

Cause Known: 


Electrolysis in Soils Cause 
Of Underground Damage Here 


A couple of years ago, un 
derground electric conduit for 
street lights in Lindenwood 
had to be replaced. 

An entire loop of water main 
in the Belle Haven area also 
failed. 

A few months ago the Menlo 
Park Fire District had to re- 
place an underground fuel stor- 
age tank at one of its stations. 

At the present time, replace- 
ment of some underground 
pipe at Encinal School is fig- 
ured as a maintenance project. 

It’s all due to electroly- 
sis, explains Ed Ebaugh, di- 
rector of engineering and in- 
spection services for the city 
of Menlo Park. And although 
it’s not likely it'll ever be 
done away with, the effects 
of electrolysis can sometimes 
be circumvented.

A wrist watch, portable type- 
writer and men’s jewelry hav-

Donoghue said he’d been ab-

The pipes shown were 
rotted out by electrolysis— 
a major contributor to dam- 
age to underground installa- 
tions of both public and pri- 
vate agencies, 


Ebaugh explains it this way: 
“Electrolysis is basically a 
problem of stray electrical cur- 
rents traveling through the 
earth’s crust. 

“As in high school chemistry, 
when a direct electric current 
is flowing, it pulls electrons 
from one pole to another. 
“So if there’s a fair amount 
of current leaving a particular 
spot on the surface of a metal 
pipe, you'll ultimately get a 
hole in the pipe at that loca- 
tion.” 
This electrical phenomena 
occurs everywhere in strange 
patterns, says Ebaugh, being 
stronger in one place than in 
another, even in a relatively 
small geographic area. 
There are “strong” 
“weak” areas of electrolytic ac- 
tivity in the Menlo Park area 
but as far as Ebaugh knows, 
nobody has actually mapped 
them. 


“electrolysis gets blamed in a 
lot of cases where it’s not actu- 
ally the main cause of a break- 
down of metal underground. 
“Soil chemistry plays a part. 
“And if you connect a cop- 
per pipe to a galvanized pipe, 
you have actually created a 
perfect little battery which, by 
itself, will cause electrons to 
flow.” 

What causes the electric 
currents which result in elec- 
trolysis isn’t known but, 
Ebaugh says, it’s direct cur- 
rent, as compared with the 
normal alternating current 
used in homes. 

“The predominance of evi- 
dence indicates that the 
grounding of alternating cur- 
rent to water pipes and other 
metal objects doesn’t contri- 
bute to it,” Ebaugh goes on. 

What can be done about this 
phenomena, which apparently 
causes enough damage to be an 
economic factor in public and 
private business? 

In the case of water pipe, 
it’s now possible to replace 
eroded metal mains with non- 
metallic conductors. 

Other underground metal ob- 
jects, too, might in the future 
be replaced with non-metallic) 
materials.

In the Garden: 


Cool Weather 
Pair—Pansies 
And Violas 


For pure, unrestrained 
charm, there’s nothing in the 
garden world like pansies and 
violas. They have an old fash- 
ioned “joie de vivre’ which 
brightens the dreariest of days 
and makes all seem right with 
the world. 

Perhaps the best thing about 
them is their liking for the 
cooler months of the year, 
which in California means that 
many of us enjoy their riot of 
color during the dead of win- 
ter. What nicer way to shorten 
that least attractive of garden 
seasons. 

Pansies and violas are botan- 
ically both members of the vi- 
ola family, which also includes 
such old favorites as violets 
and johnny-jump-ups. Cultural- 
ly they differ in that true vio 
las are perennials, while pan- 
sies are annuals, but the dif- 
ference is minimized since 


both as annuals. They plant 
new flat grown seedlings each 
year, or — when time and the 
inclination are there — sow 
the seed of each in July or 
August for bloom during the 
following winter and spring. 
Time is running out on those 
who would have the compan- 
ionship of pansies and violas 
in their winter garden. The 
young plants should have as 
much of fall growing weather 
as possible to be at their best 
for cool season bloom. They 
should be transplanted to your 
garden at your earliest chance. 
You can plant them right 
'through winter, of course. But 


bly will not bloom profusely 
until spring draws near. | 

Raised beds are excellent 
locations for pansies and vio- 
las. So, too, are plant boxes and 
tubs, in which pansies and vio- 
las can be featured alone, or at 
the base of taller plants such 
as bulbs and shrubs. They are 
ideally planted over a bulb bed, 
also, forming an attractive base 
of color from which the bulbs 
push up their bloom. Try them 
this way with tulips and daffo- 
dils for special effects. 

Snails and slugs are the ma- 
jor threat to winter-grown pan.- | 
sies and violas. Their control is 
easy, however, when you scat- 
ter snail-bait pellets through- 
out the area. 

For many gardeners, the 
pleasures of growing pansies 
and violas is nothing compared 
to the joy of picking fragrant 
|bouquets of their cousin, the 
| violet. Violets are not much for 
landscape effect, but they have | 
a wild and woodsy look about | 
them, which may be just what 
you need for some partly shad- | 
ed corner of the garden. These 
should also be planted now and 
given the same cultural care 
as pansies and violas.
